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Part 1 1: In responding to art rejection, the applicant argues the following points: First, the primary reference by Huang fails to teach a 
status based upon data "within the. ..floating point operand" in page 4; Second, the secondary reference by Nakano fails to teach a system 
to "determine a first status of a first flaoting point operand and a second status of a second floating point operand based upon data within 
the first floating point operand and data within the second floating point operand. 

The examiner respectfully points out that First, the tag information in primary reference must be generated or found based on the 
information of the operands. Thus, it is clearly seen in the reference that the primary reference by Huang teaches a status based upon 
data "within the... floating point operand". Second, the examiner had never stated that the secondary reference by Nakano disclose a 
system to "determine a first status of a first flaoting point operand and a second status of a second floating point operand based upon data 
within the first floating point operand and data within the second floating point operand, but rather the secondary reference was used to 
provide or combined the missing feature/limitations in the primary reference which the result is the remainder of operands.
